The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the limitations of claim 1 of the present 
invention, which require two separate engagement members joined together with a 
coiled spring and a female screw member (nut) disposed between them to receive a 
male screw; and an abutment member with positioning parts and displacement 
prohibiting parts engaging the two separate engagement members (fig. 9 of 
application).
